HE Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and 

Craftsmen is displayed in the Special Exhibition Galleries 
of the new addition to the Museum. In any new setting things 
appear to be different, however, the flexible and modern dis- 
plays made possible by the new galleries provide a fresh and 
challenging environment for the annual evaluation of the ex- 
hibited works of art. Many familiar faces are to be seen, but 
there are also many newcomers to the prize lists. In general 
these younger artists speak an extreme contemporary language 
not currently in wide usage among laymen, or even pro- 
fessionals. This does not mean they are speaking gibberish but 
rather that we are unfamiliar with an often complex but usually 
rewarding tongue—and not in cheek. 

Perhaps one of the difficulties involved in the evaluation of 
new or strange styles and methods in the May Show lies in the 
presence of a large number of fine and technically accomplished 
crafts. The potters, jewelers, silversmiths, enamelers and others 
speak in a language made familiar by the daily use of coffee 
cups, ash trays, spoons, cuff links, tools, and automobiles. We 
recognize the useful object more readily than the painting, the 
print, or sculpture. The latter are ‘“‘mysteries” and perhaps we 
feel an uneasiness before the unknown and untried. If this 
uneasiness prevails and we turn away then we, not the artist or 
the object, are the poorer. 

Fortunately, the past record of the May Show clearly demon- 
strates that Cleveland buys work by local artists. They are 
bought by individuals, through purchases by the Museum, or 
by acquisition for the Cleveland Art Association with its admir- 
able loan program for members. This overall sales record is 
phenomenal, to date $567,692.00 for 27,624 objects. The 887 
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works by 354 artists exhibited this year offer a fine opportunity 
to match or surpass previous record years. 

The tragic death of Jack E. Johnson cost Cleveland a young 
painter and print maker of much promise. A memorial selection 
of his works in various techniques was made by the Museum 
Staff and is exhibited as a group. 

We are most grateful to the Jury of Selection for their patient 
and serious consideration of the 4,160 entries, and for their 
careful consideration of the awards in the various media, includ- 
ing the much appreciated Horace E. Potter Memorial Award 
for Excellence in Craftsmanship. SHERMAN E. LEE
